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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of Amendment filed 05-05-09. 

2. Claims 15-25 are canceled. 

3. Since a Terminal Disclaimer is filed 05-05-09, and has been approved 05-1 1-09, 
the Double Patenting rejection of claims 1-25 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1-14 are allowable because the prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious the limitations of base claim 1 in combination as claimed, including: 

coding means and opposing coding means, for providing module location- 
specific assignment; latching means at at least one of the module locations, 
opposing latching means on at least one of the connection modules, respectively 
providing module location-specific locking and unlocking; contact means, having 
a longitudinal side, for making contact with the opposing contact means, 
transversely with respect to the longitudinal side; and connection modules, 
arrangeable at the module locations and each provided with a connection device 
for connecting a line thereto. 
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After carefully reviewing the specification and the claims in the application 
and art search, considering what is claimed as a whole that the aforementioned 
limitations are believed to render said claim 1 patentable over art of record. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
